With the coming of the summer vacation ‘period, the opening of summer 
cottages, the-Hocking of people to resorts, and the inauguration of automobile 
touring parties, the time has also come when all those who enjoy the advan- 
tages of these pleasures and health-giving pursuits should give heed to the 
taking of those little precautions which require attention if real benefit and not | 
liarm is to result from a holiday. 

People living in cities and towns with all modern conveniences at hand} 
are sometimes apt to take unnecessary chances, and to neglect matters which 
are so essential to the maintenance of good health and the obtaining of full 
enjoyment and benefit from the relaxation which summer vacations afford. 
Because of these little oversights it has been demonstrated on more than one} 
occasion that epidemics of sickness haye had their origin in summer camps} 
and vacation resorts. 

Quite a few “don'ts” are urged upon the attention of summer campers 
and vacationists, but all too frequently the things which ought to be done are } 
overlooked. For example, people are urged not to leave a camp fire until | 
they are assured that the last spark has been extinguished. They are warned 
not to unnecessarily cut down or mutilate trees and shrubs. Touring motor- 
isis ure even asked not to pluck wayside wild flowers only to have them 
wither and die in a few hours, but to leave them blooming in their natural 
State, thus adding to the beauty of the highways and adding to the pleasure 
of all. 

But there are “do's” which are equally, possibly more, important. The} 
city camper, used to turning a tap in order to obtain pure water, should pay | 
close attention to the source and quality of the water he uses fot drinking | 
and cooking purposes. Disposal of camp refuse and garbage demands careful , 
attention, In towns and cities where there is methooical collection and des- | 
truction of such waste matter by the municipal health authorities, people are 
apt to forget that at camp and in summer resorts that duty involves upon 
themselves and that their own health, as well as ofeothers, and the mainten- | 
ance of enjoyable surroundings, depends upon how efficiently this is attended | 
to. The proper thing is to bury ail such matter, and bury it deep. Too! 
inuch emphasis cannot be laid upon the importance of proper sanitary ar- | 
rangements in camps; no matter how small, and at all summer resorts. - | 

In every summer cottage, and included in the equipment of all touring | 
parifes, there should be & small First Aid kit containing those few simple bur 
essential things required in case of minor accidents, polsoning, severe sun- . 
burn, etc. Remembering that a doctor or nurse may be many miles distant | 
such simple remedies, and the easily understood directions which go with 
such a kit, may result not only in relieving pain and discomfort, but actually | 
preventing serious illness. 

A little consideration given to these matters at the opening of the camping |

SCHOOL FAIR SHORT 
COURSE ~ 


For the fourth time a Scholar- 
ship Short Course is to be held at 
the Olds Agricultural School from 


June 29th to July 4th inclusive. 


This Short Course is given as a 

reward for effort in school . fair 
work during the previous year. 
' The course will consist of lec- 
tures and laboratory work on field 
crops,* dairying, carpentry, live- 
stock, horticulture, ,cooking, sew- 
ing, etc. Physical fraining, group 
games and community singing will 
have a prominent place. The course 
will be run on strictly schedule time 
each day, beginning with the Re- 
veille at 6:30 a.m. and closing with 
lights out at 10 p.m. 

The course is entirely free to 
those attending, even to the R. R. 
fare and sustenance. Pupils are 
housed and fed in the main school 
building and are at all times under 
the supervision of members of the 
school staff.

According to the Alberta Provin- 

cial Department of Agriculture near- 
ly a quarter of a million bushels of 
oats were shipped from that province ‘ 
to New Zealand for seed purposes 
last winter. 


The Quebec Provincial Automobile 
Bureau estimates that well over 100,- 
000 automobiles will be registered in 
that Province during the year. This 
will mean an increase over the 1924 
registration of about 15,000 cars. 


The 1924 exports of.live cattle to 
Great Britain exceed the 1923 figures 
by over twenty-two thousand heads, 
according to the official Canadian 
returns. Exports to the United 
States also showed a slight increase. 


Four small wéoden vessels to act 
as tugs and feeders from Corona- 
tion Gulf to Herschel Islands, in the 
Arctic, are being built at Vancouver, 
EKC., to the order of the Hudsons Bay 
Company. They Will be well power- 
ed and sheathed in iron bark. 


There is now only one mine in the 
Crow's Nest Pass district idle. Be- 
tween eight and nine thousand tons 
of coal are being mined there daily 
and the mines at Coleman, Blaitmore 
and Bellevue are rapidly striking 
their stride, their output being about 
six thousand tons. ' 


Although the chief beneficiaries 
under the new British preference 
preposals will be Canadian sugar, 
tobacce and automobiles, it is stated 
that Canadian wines and silk goods 
will alse benefit te a certain extent. 
In the sugar preference an increase 
ef about 25%, and in tobacce ef from 
a fourth to sixth has been made. 


By a recent Order-in-Council of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, premiums 
for clearing land, which had pre- 
viously been set at $6 an acre, were 
increased to $8. The Order also pro- 
vides that the premium will ‘be paid 
for a maximum of twenty acres of 
land and, qs a result ef it, a settler 
may ebtain a grant of $160 from the 
Gevernment as a reward for his 
werk. ii

ANNUAL AGRICULTURAL 


STATISTICS OF CANADA, 
1925 


It is announced by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa that 
the annual census of field crops and 
live stock for 1925) will be made 
this June. These statistics are coJ- 
lected jointly by the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments by means 
of cardboard schedules issued to 
farmers through the rural school 
teachers and children. 4n British 
Columbia they are mailed direct to 
the farmers. These schedules call 
for the acreage sown this vear to 
the principal field crops and for the 
numbers of farm animals alive on 
the farm in mid-June. The areas 
thus collected form the basis of the 
annual statistics of acreage and 
yield. It is very important for all 
classes in Canada that correct sta- 
tistics of agricultural production 
should be published, but it is especi- 
ally so for farmers themselves who 
through ‘co-operative wheat pools 
are now undertaking to market 
their own wheat and other pro- 
ducts; because accurate statistics 
are essential to the fixing of fair 
prices. Any farmer who has not 
received the blank cardboard 
schedule through the rural school 
of his school district or otherwise 
by the middle of June should make 
immediate application for same, 
either to the teacher of the Public 
School District in which he resides, 
to the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture at the capital of his 
province, or to the Dominion 
Statistician at Ottawa.
